What is regarded as by far the most 


important educational step with regard, 
to the Philippines is that being con- 
summated in the production of a Taga- 
log grammar, says a special dispatch 
tiuui Boston to the New York Tribune. 
It is the first effort to open the door to 
literary relations between the Malay- 
sian country and America. A Chicago 
physician, Dr. David J. Doherty, is the 
aathor of the grammar, and he has 
spent three years in systematic schol- 
arly preparation for the work, which 
will be brought out in a short time by 
a firm of Boston publishers. 


Dr. Doherty was led into this unique 


undertaking through translating a 
Spanish medical work into English. 
The volume was Barcone's treatise on 
diseases of the Philippines. The atten- 
tion given this labor helped to interest 
Dr. Doherty in his study of the Span- 
ish language, and, having taken a 
strong interest in the subject of the 
Philippines simply to gratify the schol- 
ar's uterest in philology, he began a 
systematic study of the Tagal lan- 
guage, finally resolving to compete the 
arduous task" of making a Tagal gram- 
mar — that is, a grammar -which will 
represent the general system of the 
formation of sentences according to 
the English method and of course a 
volume such that the Tagal child in 
studying it will be acquiring the Eng- 
lish method of grammar and an Eng- 
lish vocabulary. The sco^e and possi- 
ble educational value of such a book 
can be readily understood. 


The general facts regarding the lan- 


guage of the Tagalogs which Dr. Do- 
herty has at his command are aston- 
ishing even to those who have read the 
vast amount of matter that has been 
published about the Philippines. As 
an instance it seeius that the Tagalogs. 
while commonly accounted people of 
semibarbaric or entirely barbaric cus- 
toms, really have their historians and 
novelists in as comparatively a genu- 
ine sense as has America. Not long 
ago, indeed, there was organized in a 
Philippine" city a society composed ex- 
clusively of Tagalog "writers and au- 
thors, the institution being intended to 
include in membership the class that 
would be registered in a reputable au- 
thors' club of the United States. 


Tagalog is the principal dialect of 


the Christian and civilized Filipinos, 
who constitute about 80 per cent of the 
inhabitants of the Philippine archipel- 
ago, and it is rapidly becoming the 
dominant dialect in the entire group of 
islands. Philologists classify Tagalog 
in the Malayo-Polynesian family. In 
its present form it shows the influence 
of Spanish and Chinese contact. 
Its 


very alphabet is Latin instead of the 
original Arabic, Buckle quotes an opin- 
ion of William von Humboldt that 
Tagalog is the most perfect of the Ma- 
layo-Polynesian tongues. 


Tagalog has three primitive vowel 


sounds— a, i and u— which are charac- 
teristic of the European branch of the 
Aryan family. The other vowel sounds. 
e and o. are used chiefly in printing 
acd words of Spanish origin, but they 
are pronounced like i and u respective- 


[ ly. There are fifteen simple and two 
compound consonant sounds. 


The most noticeable structural fea- 


ture of the language is its wealth of 
radicals, which, by the addition of 
prefixes or suffixes, or both, become 
capable of wide application. A radical 
becomes an adjective if "ma'" is pre- 


j fixed and an abstract noun if "en" is 
prefixed and "am"* suffixed. For ex- 
ample, the radical "buti," good; "ma- 
butilaqi," good man. Pronouns are 


i never suppressed. They are numerous 


being expressed by a single word, the 
"teens" by the word "labin" before 
the corresponding unit and the mul- 
tiples by adding the Tv-ord "poo" after 
each unit. Ordinals are formed from 
the 
cardinals 
by 
prefixing "ica." 


Thus: 
"Ulao," eight; "labinulao," 


eighteen; "ulaong poo," eighty; "ica 
ulao," eighth. Adjectives are generally 
formed by prefixing "ma" to the root, 
though there are, of course, many prim- 
itive adjectives. 
Comparison is ex- 


pressed by duplication either of the 
first syllable or of the entire radical. 
Thus, "mabuti," good; "mabubuti," 
best. 


Verbs are active, passive, reflective 


and impersonal. Their various moods 


1 and tenses are expressed partly by 
prefixes to the root and partly by dupli- 
cating one or more syllables of the 


i root. Thus: The root "aral" means 
study; "mag-aral," to study; "mag-a- 
aral aco," I study; "mag-a-aral aco," I 
shall study. 


From all this it will be seen that the 


Tagalog language has reached a con- 


• siderable development, but whether the 
development of the language is an in- 
dex of the mental capacity of the peo- 
ple is not clear.

[Special Correspondence.] 


Itidianapolis, Aug. 20.—One of the 


moat' interesting figures among the 
men wlio have been conducting the 
business end of the anthracite miners' 
stiike .|r 'that of AVilliam B. Wilson, 
secretary and treasurer of the United 
Mine" v Workers of America. 
As the 


financial manager of the strike he re 
ceives and disburses funds to the 
amotintof §2,000,000 a month. 


For the handling of this vast amount 


of money he receives a modest salary, 
of which he contributes 25 per cent to 
the relief fund. While half a million 
dollars of miners' 
money 
passes 


through his hands every week, proba- 
bly not more than $2,000 a year goes 
to his own account for the services he 
renders. 


Wilson Is a Scotchman by birth, 


slow, frugal and absolutely trusted by 
his fellows. He is under bond to the 
United Mine Workers' association in 
the meager sum of $25,000. He is a 
round headed man \vith wide open 
blue eyes, set well apart, and he talks 
slowly and with great deliberation 
He conveys the impression of possess 
ing great caution, application and fix 
ity of purpose, and he handles the vas 
sums o? monpy that the mails bring tc 
his desl. i,, ery morning as if it were r 
commercial product and not the legal 
tc: '.er of the country. He is assistec 
in his work by about a dozen young 
women, who handle the money, keej 
the books and attend to the vast 
amount of correspondence that is nee 
essary to conduct the business of th< 
association. Wilson designed the sys 
tern by which the association's fund: 
are handled, and it is simplicity itself 


The headquarters of President Mitch 


ell are in Wilkesbarre, from whicl 
place he directs the miners' strike 
while Wilson stays here in Indianap 
olis and collects and distributes tht 
sinews of war. Indianapolis is the gen 
eral headquarters of the associatioi 
because it is the geographical center o 
the coal mining industry of the Unitcc 
States. Mitchell's office is here, an< 
here he can be found in times of peace 
directing the fortunes of the associa 
tion. 


The career of the man is as interest 


ing as his present occupation and of 
fice. He was born in Blantyre, Scot 
land, and came to America when hi 
was seven years old. When he wa< 
nine years old, he was a mine workei 
His father was a miner, but owing tc 
an injury to his back was able to un 
dercut a coal bank, but unable to dc 
his loading into the cars. This thf 
boy did for him. 


At the age of eleven years he was a 


half member" of the Miners and La

borers' Benevolent association. 
Ir 


1876, when he was fourteen years old 
he was local secretary of the union 
and he \vas only nineteen years of ag- 
when he was dismissed from employ 
ment in the mines because of his active 
connection with the union. He wen 
to Iowa and dug coal and worked on 
railroads and returned to Pennsylva 
nia, where he again got occupation in 
the mines. In 1885 young Wilson was 
elected a member of the district ex 
ecutive board in Pennsylvania and five 
years later was a party to the organ 
ization of the United Mine Workers' 
association. , 


He became a member of the national 


executive board of that body in 1891 
and was then elected president of Dis- 
trict No. 2 of Bituminous, Pa. May 8, 
1DOO, he was appointed to fill the va- 
cancy created in the office of secretary- 
treasurer and was elected to it in 1901 
and re-elected in 1DU2. He is supreme 
financial officer of the organization. 


Such in brief has been the career of 


the man in whom the mine workers of 
the country place such absolute trust 
that they send his their contributions 
without hesitancy. Wilson is now for- 
ty years old, but in spite of the fact 
that he -went to work in- the mines 
when only nine years old he has been 
able through the qualities of persist- 
ence and concentration, which he pos- 
sesses to a marked degree, to educate 
himself. He has read much and Is a 
competent mining engineer.

is here a problem in self uovernment 
which seems to defy solution. A coiidi- I 
tiou exists bordwmjj on anarchy, if in- 
dt*l it is not actual anarchy, and 
there appears to be no remedy in sight. 
The revolution which some months ago 
effected the downfall of Simon Sam 
has continued, and the country is 
practically without a government. The 
only thin? that gives semblance to law 
and order is the presence here of tlio 
diplomatic and consular repres^uta-' 
lives of foreign nations re-enforeed by 
their -.var vessels in the harbor. The ' 
teiror of the Haitian, whether prtsi-j 
dt HI, bt-naloi or uiun ill I lie •sll' et is, a i 
foreign warship. It is to ihe foreign 
ministers or consuls, and by no iiuaiis 
to his own magistrates, that the Hai- 
tian turns when he believes bis life ill 
danger. Let a riot be feared in the 
town, and you will sec some foreign 
.flag afloat from every second window. 


With the fear of violence and retri- 


bution in the air, each quaking citizen

tries to recall that he is not really a 
Haitian at all and that his great-aunt 
or his wife's cousin came from St. 
Thomas or Martinique; or, if he can 
not establish that plea, then he runs to 
some consulate, begging protection on 
the ground of mere humanity. During 
all the disturbances here there has 
rarely been any damage to the prop- 
erty of foreigners. 


The real nature of the Haitian ad- 


ministration is little understood abroad. 
Of the whole Haitian people about one 
ih twelve can read or write. No white 
man can sene in the government, and 
any black who has received particular 
advantages of education is looked upon 
somewhat askance by his brothers in 
blood 


As to the presidents, each in turn 


models his conduct more or less after 
that of bis predecessor. Once invested 
with office, the president shuts himself 
up in his palace, where he proceeds 
by the aid of his new facilities on the 
one hand to ruin his health by riotous 
living and on the other to fill his cof- 
fers from the public funds. 


The salary of the president is about 


?25,f>00 a yenr, a sum very inadequate 
for the extravagancies in which he in- 
dulges. Yet most presidents have quit- 
ted office possessed of large fortunes 
It is said that Simon Sam got away 
with $10,000,000, but this is nn exag- 
geration. The example of the chief ex- 
ecutive is repeated dov.'n the official 
scale, each man according to his skill 
and bis opportunities, and the sources 
from winch the profits come are appar 
cut on every band. 


The conditions ba\e developed among 


the best Haitian citizens a s'aong 
"American" party, who see 'n annexa- 
tion to the United States the only rem- 
edy for the politir-al ills of the country. 
Under self government, they say, with 
frank despair, Haiti must remain for- 
ever a thing of ridicule and shame, so 
that they look forward with impatience 
r.s with certainty to the day when some 
outburst of special foolery shall com- 
pel the United States to lay hands 
upon the island and make it her own. 
Whether the United States desires to 
undertake the task of governing tho 
turbulent "black republic'' is a ques- 
tion for its statesmen to decide.

dread that they will be afflicted with 
it They dwell upon the fear constantly, 
and every trifling ailment which trou- 
bles them is at first mistaken for the 
premonitory symptoms of cancer.

TOLD OF GENERAL SIGEL. 


Orlffin of Famoo* Expreialon Associ- 


ated Witk the Gallant Soldier. 
The recent death of that gallant old 


German soldier, General Franz Sigel, 
recalls one of the pleasantries that had 
,a wide circulation during the strenu- 
ous days of the civil war. 


, The general was very earnest, brave 
and capable, but be and his troops 
caused one of the first laughs of the 
iwar. 
When asked who they were 


fighting for, his raw recruits replied, 
"We fights pit Sigel." And the ex- 
pression "I fights mit Sigel, und I 
tyinks mit you," caused a roar of laugh- 
ter throughout the north. They were 
good soldiers, however, and the war- 
cry "We fights mit Sigel!" was soon a 
common expression that meant much 
more than an ordinary witticism. 


This expression is interestingly em- 


bodied in the following poem by Grant 
P. Robinson in "Anecdotes, Poetry and 
Incidents of the Civil War:" 


"I FIGHTS MIT SIGEL!" 


I met him again, he was trudging along-, 


• His knapsack with chickens was swell' 
Ing; 


He'd "Blenkered" these dainties, and 
thought It no wrong, 


, Prom some secessionist's dwelling. 
"What regiment's yours? and under 
whose flag 


Do .you fight?" said I, touching his 
Shoulder; 


.Turning slowly around he smilingly said, 
For the thought made him stronger and 
bolder;"I fights mit Sigel." 


The next time I saw him his knapsack 
was gone, 
His cap and canteen were missing, 
Shell, shrapnel, and grape, and the swift 
rifle-ball 


Around him and o'er, him were hissing. 
How are you, my friend, and.where have 
you been. 


And" for what and for whom are you 
fighting? 


He said, as a sheH from the enemy's gun 
Sent his arm and his musket a "kiting," 
"I fights mit Sigel." 


And one* more I saw him and knelt by 
his side. 
His life-blood was rapidly flowing; 
I whispered of home, wife, children, and 
friends, 


' The bright land to which he was going: 
And have you no word for the dear ones 
at home, 
, The "wee one," the father or mother? 
"Yaw! yaw!" said he, "tell them! oh! tell 
them, I fights"— 


Poor fellow! he thonght of no other— 
"1 fights mit Sigel." 


We scraped out a grave, and h« dream- 
lessly sleeps 


On the banks of the Shenandoah River; 
His home and his kindred alike are un- 
known. 


His reward in the hands of the Giver. 
We placed a rough board at the head of 
his grave, 
"And we left him alone in his glory," 
But on It we marked ere we turned from 
the spot. 


The little we knew of his story— 
"I fights mit Sigel."

tirely a part of the secret sources of 
information which all correspondents 
have more or less at their disposa 
and which often conies from the out 
side and not from the inside of the 
departments. 


"Some time ago—the precise time is 


not essential to the story—a very im 
portant public matter was up for de- 
termination by the president All 01 
the larger metropolitan dailies were 
particularly interested, as it did not 
have to do especially with Washing 
ton, and the entire correspondents 
world at the capital was on the qu 
vive to 'get it,' including myself. Al 
channels which were usually tapped 
by the initiated were found to be as 
barren as a desert stream in midsum 
mer. Telegrams from the home offices 
poured into our various bureaus here 
couched in imperative language that 
the news 'must' be obtained, evidently 
in the belief that all correspondents 
have to do is to go out, ask officials 
for the desired information and re- 
ceive it, coupled with a good cigar and 
a bottle of wine. As a matter of fact, 
when officials wish to keep secret a 
piece of information, all possible loop- 
holes of escape are securely padlocked, 
and it is the exception that it gets out. 


"I had about given up hope of secur- 


ing a 'beat' in this particular instance, 
though I was, of course, as vigilant as 
ever. The time for the maturing of the 
project was close at hand, and any day 
it might by official announcement be- 
come public property. One night as I 
was sitting idly in the lobby of an up- 
town hotel, half dozing in my chair, 
waiting for the appearance of a senator 
with whom I had an appointment on an 
inconsequential matter, I overheard one 
of two gentlemen who were sitting be- 
hind me drop the words the president' 
The high bodks of our chairs nearly 
touched, and by instinct my drowsy 
senses became clear and I woke up. 


" 'The president' remarked one of tbe 


gentlemen, 'said that it was his inten- 
tion to adopt that course irrespective 
of the conseq'uences either to himself or 
the party.' 


" 'But you pointed out to him what it 


meant to us—that he was clearly in er- 
ror?' replied the other gentleman. 


" 'Elaborately,' responded the first 


speaker, 'but the president said that he 
was convinced that accruing results 
would prove that we, and not he, were 
in error.' 


" 'Then we may as well go back to 


New York tomorrow,' was the answer, 
and both gentlemen arose and walked 
toward the cafe, apparently in a very 
despondent frame of mind. 


"I was an involuntary listener to this 


scrap of conversation, in which, it will 
be observed, not a single word was 
dropped as to the subject matter there- 
of. 1 at once jumped to the conclusion 
that the government through the presi- 
dent's action, intended to take the af- 
firmative of the proposition, the news 
side of which the correspondents had 
so long and earnestly endeavored to 
ascertain. With a straight tip as to the 
course of the government the corre- 
spondent could do the rest while with 
the wrong tip he could not only make 
his paper ridiculous, but would in all 
probability lose his position; hence the 
care in making a scare head, page wide 
story. 


"In the furtherance of my conclusion 


my paper had the 'beat' of the season 
the following morning, as 1 stated the 
facts as though they came from official 
sources, as, indeed, such I considered 
them. To my mind, as a correspondent 
it was as clear as If the president him- 
self had given me -the information. Two 
days after a member of the cabinet 
gave out officially what I had wired 
over and with it the announcement that 
the Jleak' bad occasioned much 'annoy- 
ance, and its source would be investi- 
gated thoroughly.' It is here given cor- 
rectly for the first time."—Washington 
Star.
